Rev. J. O. Buckley read the report on Publications and it 
was discussed by him and Revs.

Pending the adoption of the report a motion carried that 
the Moderator appoint a committee to write a eard of thanks 
to Bro. T. J. Bailey for the faithful work done by him while 
editor of the Baptist Record, and forward to him, which has 
been prepared and forwarded.

Publication, 


Your committee on Publication, beg to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

We believe this subject is one of vast importance, and 
showid receive more careful consideration at our hands, for the 
printed page is largely used to advocate strength and main- 
tain almost every cause in life, whether moral or immoral. 

‘Therefore, we should be moré careful as to {he kind of 
literature that we allow to enter our homes, for in this pro- 
gressive age almost every home is within reach cf free de- 
liverys, and a great deal of unsolicited, unsound, impure and 
immoral literature finds its way ‘to our homes, that will 
enter largely into the shaping and molding the lives of our 
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boys and girls if not supplied with, good books, magazines 
and weeklies to counteract such influences. 

The Bible is the book of all books, and too. much. import- 
ance cannot be placed upon the reading of the Bible. Your 
committee believes the looseness and indifference manifcst 
among the members of our churebes is due largely to the fact 
that we do not know God’s word. 

Again your committee believes if every cause fostered 
by our denomination is to recieve that loyal and hearty co- 
operation by our people it is expedient for every one to rei 
our denominational papers, for the people that read the Bap- 
tist Reeord and the Orphanage Gem are’ liberal supporters to 
every cause fostered by our denomination.

SECOND DAY, MORNING SESSION. 


‘‘All Hail the Power of Jesus Name”’ was sung arid Rey. 
Bryan Simmons condueted the devotional exercises. Rev. 
C. H. Mize led in prayer. 

The association was called to order and yesterday’s jour- 
nal read and corrected. 


Rev. C. H. Mize read thie report on Sunday Schools, and 
on motion it was adopted as follows: 


Sunday Schools. 


In discussing the subject of Sunday Schools, we desire 
first of all to especially emphasize that the Sunday School is 
the teaching service of the church, organized, recognized and 
officered by the church, and second, the Sunday School is or- 
ganized for the most important work of teaching the’ Word 
to the men and women of the church and training them ‘cr 
efficient Christian service, and opening avenues of service tu 
them, of placing young Christians under the direct teaching 
and training of Godly men and women and at the same 
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eritical time in their Vhristian lives, give them needed in- 
struction and definite Christian work to do, of taking our 
children, even beginning with the tots of a few tender years, 
and so shaping and molding the young life and ideas as 
to bring the little one toJesus if possible at the earliest age 
of responsibility, and of teaching the plan of salvation to the 
unsaved and bringing them to acknowledge the Christ. 

We find’ in this association that all the churches report 
Sunday Schools but three, with a total number of 1377 pupils. 
Showing that from the Sunday Schools of the association 
that 85 have been baptized into the fellowship of the church. 

We recommend and urge all Sunday Schools to make con- 
tributions regularly to State; Home and Foreign Missions, 
training and teaching our children in the spread of the 
gospel.

Bro. Price Dale read.'the report on State Baptist Hospital. 
Rev. Bryan Simmons discussed the report and on motion it 
was adopted as follows: ; 


The Christian Hospital, 


The Christian Hospital is an urganized expression of prac- 
tical Christianity. Jesus went about teaching, preaching and 
healing; and he has given to us a similar mission. 


We have been asleep with reference to our obligation — 


along this line: but of late several things have conspired to 
arouse us to duty, and now Southern Baptists are operating 
several hospitals. Mississippi Baptists have one. It is a frame 
building, with ten rooms, located at Jackson and was a gilt 
to the denomination from some of the leading physicians cf 
that city. This hospital is under the control of a board of 
trustees appointed by the Baptist State Convention. It cares 


for both charity and pay patients and is open for practi-« 


to all reputable physicians and surgeons. 
During its first year the hospital. proved self-supporting 
although more than one-tenth of its work was done withont 
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for 118 surgical patients and 62 medical patients. 17 of these 
were charity patients, thrée of them from our orphanage. 

From the first the present building proved itself inade- 
quate to the demands made upon it, and at Gulfport the 
Convention pledged itself to a campaign for $50,000 with 
which to erect and equip a suitable building. This campaign 
is now on and we urge our people f co-operate in this under- 
taking. Every argument for the Christian college and the 
Orphanage is an argument for the Christian Hospital with the 
additional appeal of suffering humanity. 

We urge the pastors to observe “Hospital Day’’ as ar- 
ranged for by the Hospital Trustees. 

We urge that the W. M. U’s. and the Sunday Schools 
respond to the appeal made to them for the funds for special 
rooms and beds. ae 

Brethren, this matter has long been deferred, and is very 
pressing, let us rally to the immediate performance of this 
task,

AFTERNOON SESSION, SECOND DAY. 
After singing several sweet songs of praise, Rev. J. M. 


Simon Jed the congregation in prayer. 
The association was announced ih order for business, 
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and the discussion of the Mission report was resumed be- 
ing discussed by Revs. C. H. Mize and J. B. Quinn. and on 
motion adopted as follows: 


We your committee on Missions, beg to report as 
follows: 


State Misions. 


State Mission work is Foundation work, and he who helps 
State Missions helps every good cause dear to the heart of our 
. Lord. The helping hand of State Missions has inspired churech- 
es to raise and expend on their own fields close to one-half 
million dollars on houses of worship. The churches that have 
been helped by the State Board to the place where they could 
sustain themselves, give annually to missions $35,000, or over, 
besides what they give to college orphans, ministerial eduea- 
tion and other benevolences fostered by the churches. State 
Missions‘ are identified with the -baptisms of over 41,000 
persons, missionaries baptising last year 16,753. The new 
lines of railread are constantly opening new territory both 
in the Delta and in South Mississippi. 

The spiritual interest of Missisippi must keep pace with 
national prosperity, and to do this requires an aggressive State 
Mission policy. There are requests from many places that the 
Mission Board must turn a deaf ear to for the lack of funds 
The State Board ought to have $50,000 a year, where they 
now spend less than $30,000. In this cause we are laborers 
together for more effective world wide missions, as our Lord 
came to His own, so in this cause we come to our own. South 
Mississippi presents an opportunity to the Baptists which was 
seareely dreamed of 16 years ago. With these facts fresh 
in mind, we, your committee, do hereby most prayerfully 
recommend that the churches of this association be asked to 
try in a prayerful spirit to increase their offerings for State 
Missions not less than 25 per cent for next year. 


Home Missions, 


After the resurrection and before His ascension our Lord 
announced His program of Missions. It was: ‘‘All power is 
given unto me in Heaven and in earth.”’ Math. 28:18 ‘‘Go 
ye into all the earth and preach the Gospel to every creature.’’ 
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Mark 16:15. ‘‘Beginning at Jerusalem.’’ Luke 24:47. ‘“And 
lo I am with you always, even unto the end of the age.”” 
The scheme of missions outlined by the Saviour took in the 
entire world. But the nature of the case as well as His com- 
mand, and the apostolic example, made the world vision include 
the lost who were near, as well as those who were 
far away, and made it of first importance. Peter and 
John of the Apostles received the commission, 
healed the lame man at the Temple gates. The lame 
man of today sits at the gate of every church. The Jerusa- 
lem church was overwhelmingly successful in interpreting the 
Gospel to its own community, having the purpose and power 
to save those around it. It had the spirit that naturally and 
necessarily sends forth wholesome streams of saving truth to 
the dark places beyond. Our Jerusalem and Judea and Sa- 
maria are in the United States. Are we doing our part and 
best to take and keep our country for Christ? ' 

Out of 90,000,000 population in the United States there 
are only about '20000,000 members of evangelical denomina- 
tions. Are we not too much neglecting our Jerusalem, Judea 
and Samaria? Have our churches the unselfish Christian love 
and consecration to take hold of the erying needs of the sub- 
merged and neglected on the one hand, and of the pleasure 
seekers and money-mad on the other?’ The world is asking 
whether we have a gospel that is strong enough to command 
the heart and lives of sin buffetted men, and, bring the har- 
mony of love where now abides the discord of hate and self- 
ish greed, 

Alien immigrants flock to our shores at the rate of a 
million a year, and perhaps two million more of our own peo- 
ple each year,are uprooted from their own environments and 
are brought together in new relations in new towns and on 
the frontier. In these people movement is at once a great 
problem, and an unvoiced cry that aseends up before God, 
for a’ gospel that will bring order out of chaos and replace 
the selfish hardness and baseness of sin, with good citizen- 
ship and brotherly love, The Christian denominations; of 
America are awakening to the magnitude of these problems 
and others not here mentioned. They are turning with an en- 
couraging unanimity to Home Missions as the means whereby 
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such problems must be solved. Southern Baptists mast take 
a large part in saving the lost of America. We hold the gos- 
pel in its purity, since we have so much to give in making good 
Americans. While at the same time we make Christians, we 
are under deeper obligations to do large things, because we 
are more numerous than any other Christian body in the South 
our obligation is greater than any other. 

God has blessed the labors of our Home Mission Board in 
a far larger fruitage than shown by the report of similar 
Mission Boards. Dr. Gray, in his report for this convention 
year, reports 26,899 baptisms and 47,728 additions to the 
churehes through -the labors of missionaries supported wholly 
or in part by it. No missien Board in the world has report- 
ed results one-half as large as these, though several expended 
four times as much in the work, He also says that not fewer 
than 11,000 of ovr Southern Baptist churches gave nothing 
to Missions. That being true, they have no fellowship of 
service with the rest of the denomination in spreading the gos- 
pel. With the heathan world stretching out before him in 
darkness, Paul found the time to go back and preach to weak 
and dying churches, strengthening the things that remained 
and training them in the way of the Lord, teaching them to 
‘observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you.’ is 
as truly a part of the commission of our Lord as the command 
to make disciples and baptize. In the striking words of one 
our élosest: observers: ‘‘It is at least as essential to save 
what we already have as it is to save that which is lost.’’ 

Therefore your committee earnestly recommends 

1. That this body provide for the apportioning of the 
amount our association is to raise among the eburehes. 

2 That our pastors be requested to make an earnest 
effort at least once dufing the year to preach a special ser- 
mon on Home Mision’ and the magnitude and importance of 
. the problems involved. 

3. That-each of ovt¥ churches during the year make at 
jeast one liberal offering for this work. 

& That the churches and pastors be encouraged to 
make a latge use of the Home Board's informing tracts and 
sample copies of the Home Field, both of which are free for 
the asking. 
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Foreign Missions. : 

We rejoice in the notable increase in the givts of our 
churches this year of $70,000, making $580,408.17. ore grat- 
ifying is the marvelous increase by experience and baptism on 
the various Foreign fields. 4,300 have been added to the 
churches, making a total membership of 24,689. Thus we had 
in one year 1,000 more accessions than we had members on 
the various fields at the end of fifty years of Foreign Mis- 
sion work. Truly this is the Lord’s work and marvelous in _ 
our eye. This work, I repeat, is the Lord’s and it is by care- 
ful consideration of what He has already done that we are 
better prepared to plan for the future. We have been busy 
preaching, putting up church houses, establishing schools, hos- 
pitals, printing plants, erecting homes for our missionaries, 
but the work has developed and grown so rapidly that in- 
stead of supplying the needs, we have only made a good be- 
ginning towards equiping our workers who stand represent- 
ing us at the front. The appeals that come from these conse- 
erated servants of the Lord are heart-rending. However, 
we praise God that thousands upon thousands are awakening 
to the situation, and that a new era has dawned upon us, 
Southern Baptists, who a few years ago were giving only 
$110,000, this year have given over $580,408. God meant 
it when he told us to go into all the world and tell the glad 
news to every creature. Surely God was in earnest, and 
when His people take Him at His word they will see a new era, 
not only in fereign lands. but here at home. We need men 
and women fer our important places. We need also better 
equipment for the workers. We need funds to more thor- 
oughly equip our printing plants, hospitals and schools. These 
helps in the work of the Lord are accomplishing much. The 
printing plants are sending out God’s word. tracts and re- 
ligious books. Last year in our hospital work 42,000 people 
were treated. Our schools and theological seminaries are 
accomplishing great good. We note with speciail interest, 
that.in Foreign fields, we have established and doing a fine 
work 186 day schools with 4,196 pupils 11 boarding schools 
for boys with 483 pupils, 20 boarding schools for girls with 
886 pupils, one college with 262 pupils nine training 
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schools for women with 312 pupils, ten theological train- 
ing schools with 245 pupils; total number of schools, 227, with 
6,156 pupils, not including the Sunday Schools with 14,562. 
These boys and girls who are being trained today in our 
schools in a few years will make some of our strongest church 
members and workers, whether they are in the pastorate or in 
the pew. No one can estimate what it will mean five or ten 
years from now to have several hundred well trained thor- 
oughly educated native preachers in the church on Foreign 
fields. We here note some work done on Foreign fields by 
the native Christians. They gave last year to the support of 
the cause of Christ the sum of $77,872. 59, an average of more 
$3.15 per member, while the Southern Baptists gave an aver- 
age of 22e per member’to Foreign Missions. Mississippi Bap- 
tists gave the sum of $41,571.65 or about 25e per capita. 

We, your committee, earnestly and urgently recommend 
that the churches of this association immediately take up the 
question of adopting a plan for regular systematic giving to 
all of our Mission work, State, Home and Foreign throughout 
the year. Such a plan generally adopted would revolution- 
ize our resent dilatory methods of sending in funds and 
would do away with the burdensome interest accounts which 
have hampered our work for years.

Capt. W. T. Rateliff, a trustee of Mississippi College, 
was recognized in the audience and weleomed t> a seat in 
the association. . 

Rev. Sidney Williams read the report on Ministerial Ed- 
ucation. The report was discussed by him, Capt. W. T. Rat- 
eliff and Rev. J. B. Quinn. 

Pending the adoption of the report, several pastors and 
laymen pledged themselves to go back to theie churches and 
take collections for Ministeria) Education before the close of 
the present session of our college. 

On motion the report was adopted as follows: 


Report on Ministerial Education. 


All religious training begins in the home, through the 
teachings of his mother God prepared Moses for making the 
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wise choice— a life spent in the service of his fellowman. 
Next to the home God uses the school as a means of preparing 
his servants for the service, It is written that Saul on being 
annointed king fell in with one of the schools of the prophets 
where ‘‘The spirit of God came mighty upon him.’”’ In the 
School of Gamaliel we find Paul unconsciously being trained 
to combat heathen philosophy on Mars Hill and to reason 
righteousness before the Court of kings. Jesus himself at 
the age of twelve was found in a school of doctors both asking 
and answering questions, nor did he afterwards in His busy life 
neglect ministerial education among His disciples, for it was at 
the Master’s feet that the Gospel writers learned the great 
truths that we find penned in the New Testament, and it was 
there that Peter was prepared to preach that mighty sermon 
on the day of Pentecost. 

Today the same Christ that called the fishermen on the 
sea of Galilee is calling others to become fishers of men. There 
were enrolled last season at Mississippi College, seventy-two 
ministerial students, forty-five of whom received help. This 
year there are enrolled already about seventy young preachers, 
forty or fifty of whom will have to be aided by the Ministerial 
Board, which began its work this year something like $2,600 
in debt. The call for help is urgent. The demand for an 
educated ministry is imperative. Now God furnishes through 
the Board of Ministerial Education of Mississippi College the 
machinery for making the “‘preacher’’ in demand, and from 
the splendid young manhood of our country an abundance of 
material, but he asks and expects us to operate it for His 
glory.

Bro. D. M. Lee read the report on Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement, and it was ably discussed by him and on motion 
adopted as follows: 


Laymen’s Missionary Movement, 


The Laymen’s Missionary Movement was born in the spirit 
of prayer, and has for its purpose the promotion of missionary 
intelligence among men and to encourage the work of evange- 
lization of the world in the present generation. It is an edu- 
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cational campaign along the line of church work. The origin- 
al purpose was to enlist men, especially the business men 
along the line of foreign missions. | But this succeeded so well 
that it now includes all classes of Christians all phases of 
ehurch work. Its purpose is not to supercede the pastor or to 
supplant him in his work, nor to take the place of our mission 
boards but to work with thei) and to encourage them in their 
work. The laymen have been stressing a number of things 
for several years, conspicuously among these being tithing, 
regular, systematic giving, and stewardship, and personal et- 
fort on the part of our men in all Christian service. 1 do not 
believe that too much emphasis can be placed on stewardship, 
systematic plans of giving and the general adoption ofserip- 
tural methods of finance. 

Your committee would recommend a vigorous associational 
campaign, a thorough every member canvass in the local 
churches, a weekly or monthly system of giving. The lay- 
men’s movement is not an organization but is a movement 
working through and with other organizations, with the 
_churehes, foreign home and state missions boards, and em- 
phasizes the importance and wisdom of our churches doing mis- 
sion work through these boards. Modern mission effort is a 
deliberate effort to win the whole world for Christ. Plainly 
such a work can not be done by one man however great he 
may be. nor any one church however great that church may be, 
it} must be done by, many Christians working together and by 
thousands of churches combining to co-operate in this great 
task ; 

The spirit of co-operation between the churches has led 
to organization. Organization means that we have system and 
hd Our fathers were wise enough to organize conventions 
and to make boards. Making them strictly in accordance to 
New Testament principles, through which the work could be 
done. The Foreign Mission Board is nothing more than com- 
mittee, through which the Foreign Mission work is carried on. 
The Home Mission Board is a committee to plan and carry on 
the work of Home Missions, The Sunday School Board, to look 
after the Sunday School work. These boards are appointed 
or) elected by the Southern Baptists convention. The State 
Mission Board is a ee to carry on State Mission work.

Sustentation. 


The word sustentation carries with it the idea of ministe- 
rial relief. The aged and disabled ministers and their families 
should kindle and keep a blaze in our hearts a genuine spirit 
of Christian patriotism. The fact that many of them have 
given their very best efforts to the Lord during the days of 
their young manhood, and that too. upon a compensation 
that failed to furnish them with the necessaries of life, should 
appeal to our manhood to see to it that they do not suffer for 
any of the comforts and luxuries of life during their old age. 
We need to lay this before our people as regularly as any of 
the ‘other enterprises fostered“ by our denomination. We love 
to report an advancement in our contributions to the other 
objects and it should bring joy to our hearts to be able always 
to report an advancement in the work of sustentation. 

We rejoice over the fact that we are slowly raising an 
endowment fund the interest on which goes, towards the sup- 
port of our superanuated ministers and their families. We 
should increase our offerings to this fund and ‘thus enlarge 
this endowment which is to be used only for this purpose. 
We think every pastor ought at least once a year give their 
churches a chance to make an offering for Sustentation.

I would emphasize the importance of the church co-oper- 
ating with her pastor in the support of all the benevolent in- 
stitutions fostered by our denomination. She should not only 
follow the leadership of her pastor but she should see to it 
that he be amply sustained in his work, both im praying for 
him and for the success of the work under his charge and also 
to give him their financial support and to look well to the pro- 
viding for his physical necessities and in this connection we 
would advise that wherever it is practical that the pastor’s 
salary should be paid monthly.

The report on Orphanage was read by Bro. W. C. Max- 
well and discussed by him and Brethren C. R. Dale, D. M. 
Lee, J. M. Armstrong, R. B. Dale and Rev. C. H. Mize and 
adopted as follows: 


Orphanage. 


Orphanage work, while new in Mississippi, is as old as 
Christianity. One characteristic conspicious in the life of our 
Lord was His disposition to care for the widow and orphan. 
The Holy Spirit gave it as one of the evidences of pure and 
undefiled religion, that its professor visit the fatherless and 
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the widow in theif afflictions. So the duty of caring for help- 
less orphan children need not be questioned. The only ques- 
tion that should concern Christian organizations is as to the 
methods of doing the work. ‘ 

We have for our consideration at this time the home for 
orphan children located at Jackson, known as the Mississippi 
Baptist Orphanage. It was established fifteen years ago un- 
der the direction ofthe Baptist denomination in Mississippi. 
It is under the management of 21 trustees, 18 appointed by 
the State Convention; and 3 by the General Association. They 
employ a local Superintendent who has the general supervis- 
ion of the local management. It is supported entirely by 
voluntary contributions from individuals, Sunday Schools and 
churches, Ladies’ Society and Sunbeams, 

We have at present four brick buildings, so equipped as 
to furnish comfortable accomodations for 225 children. We 
have in our orphanage at present 227. With the expenditure 
of $1,500 or $2,000 we can provide room for 60 or 70 more. 
Our Superintendent, Rev. J. R. Carter, informs me that he 
has on file fifty or more applications. Many of whom are 
worthy. About 550 have passed through.the home since its 
establishment. Many of whom have gone out into life for 
themselves and are making good in the callings of life. 

Our children there under the present management are 
trained to all manner of useful work. Special attention is 
given to all manner of cooking, house-keeping, sewing. wash- 
ing and ironing for our girls; and farring, stock-raising, car- 
penter and machine work for our boys, together with training 
for some boys and girls in the printing office. All have the 
advantage of six to eight months schooling each year. 

We commend most heartily the work that is being done 
for our orphan children, and urge that our Sunday Schools 
and churches contribute more liberally to their support. 
We recommend that all of our Sunday Schools 
take one collection each month for the Orphanage, and each 
church make a Thanksgiving offering at their meeting 
in November. Remembering that Jesus said: **Tnas- 
much as ye did it unto one of these, my children, ye did it 
unto me.’’ 

In addition to the money contributions the churches, Sun- 
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day Schools, ladies societies may send clothing (good second 
hand clothing accepted), towels, sheets, pillow-cases, soap, 
thread, buttons, tablets, pencils, elastic, shoe strings, shoes, 
and stockings for larger children as we have plenty for the 
smaller ones. In fact anything that can be used in the every 
day familly. Let farmers send corn, molasses, cured meats, 
and canned goods of all kinds.

. Denominational Schools. 


We feel that this is one of the most important subjects 
that can come up before any body of Christian men for dis- 
cussion. To take the subject as it is assigned is too broad 
for the present purpose, but we presume that it is the desire 
of the -associatidn that we discuss the schoo] from a Baptist 
standpoint. 

People are becoming interested in the education of their 
boys and girls as never before. Regarding this fact it be- 
hooves us to try to see that they give them the right kind 
of an education. We feel that nothing short of a Christian 
education is the right kind. If we would induce them to send 
their boys and girls to our college we must offer them some 
inducements. The greatest inducement is to be able to take 
the boy or girl and furnish them with suitable accomodations 
and have a corps of teachers second to — 

We have a college located at Clinton, Miss., of which 
we feel justly proud, not so. much because of the fact that it 
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is the oldest school for boys in the state, but because of the 
men it is sending out. Its faculty is second to none in the 
South. Our equipment in the way of buildings so far as it 
goes is second to none, yet we need more buildings. At present 
our endowment is extremely small. It is almost a marvel 
that there has been so much accomplished. 

“It is my privilege as well as my pleasure to introduce our 
baby girl. There was a girls college born into the convention 
home last fall at Gulfport. It is located at Hattiesburg and 
known as the Mississippi Woman’s College. It is less than 
one month old, yet the enrollment at present is 140. 

We your committee, take pride in telling you about these 
colleges because they are yours. We further recommend them 
because they need your prayers, your boys and girls, and last 
but not least, they must have of our money. 

L. I. THOMPSON. 

The report on Temperance was read by Rev. 8S. A. Will- 
iams. It was discussed by him and Rev. C. H. Mize and 
adopted as follows: ea 


Temperance. 


When we speak of Temperance our. minds at once run 
off on many kinds of liquors that will intoxicate and more 
especially those called whiskey and alcohol. While there 
are many other things that are detrimental to the soul of 
man if indulged in so be ye temperate in all things; thus 
saith the Seriptures, ‘‘Wine is a mocker, strong drink is 
raging and whosoeve? is received thereby is not. wise.’’ Th 
greatest thing that confronts our Baptist is the fight against 
the modern dram drinker and the blind tiger. Such as open 
saloons treuble us no more, but the blind tiger with its de- 
bauchery is abroad in our land. It invades our homes and 
even the Lord’s Holy place, mufdering its vietims and after- 
wards singing their funeral dirge. In every age we cannotbe 
too earnest in our efforts to apprehend and to punish those 
who sell liquor, and those who also buy it and foreswear 
themselves before the courts of our country. 

Your committee believes that the use and unlawful sale 
of intoxieating liquors are doing more to degrade our people 
than any other one thing. The reason we today have so many 
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widows and orphan children in our land can be traced back to 
strong drink in many instances. In view of these facts I 
cannot understand how it is that so many Christians who love 
our Lord Jesus Christ and our God can take into his stomach 
the greatest criminal in all the world’s history. ‘‘I am aleo- 
hol. I have killed more men than any other thing in the 
world. I have made millions of homes unhappy. I make 
smooth the downward path for countless millions. I destroy 
the weak and weaken the strong. The abandoned wife knows 
me, the hungry children know me, the parents whose child 
has bowed their gray heads in sorrow know me. I am 
aleohol.”’ 

Your committee, therefore would recommend a total ab- 
stenance from all intoxicating liquors as a beverage as the 
only safe rule. May God hasten the day when our church 
members will no longer indulge in this great evil.

The report on Woman’s Work was read by Bro. C. R. 
Dale and discussed by him and adopted as follows: 


Woman's Work. 


That feature of our work known as Woman’s Work is 
and will continue to be a very helpful ally in all of our church 
work. We record our sinceré gratitude for their hearty eo- 
operation. By persistent and patient effort on the part of 
our women, the number of societies in our state and through- 
out the entire territory of the Southern Baptist Convention 
has largely increased, and with this increase in number there 
has also been an increase in interest in the co-operative work 
of the denomination. Our women have tanght and have 
shown the value of organization. They have shown, as our 
men have not shown in many respects. the value of combined 
effort. They have shown the power of small gifts by increas- 
ing their number. Their gifts to Home Missions last year con- 
stituted about one-fourth of our receipts, and the influence of 
their regular systematic method has been felt in our church 
work. Our women, as never before, are seeing and feeling 
the importance of Home Missions especially because it touches 
our homes and helps to preserve our Christian civilization. 
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As a proof of this, a great many of our young women are 
offering themselves every ‘year for service both at home and 
abroad. The problem of immigration, the factory and mill 
population, and various phases of city work present unbound- 
ed opportunities for consecrated young women. We congrat- 
ulate our association upon the number of Ladies’ Aid Socie- 
ties we have reported, and we would urge upon our women 
of all’the churches the importance of organizing and main- 
taining a Ladies’ Aid Society, because of the good that would 
come to the churches as a result of their co-operative work. 
In this way we can labor together for more effective world 
wide missions for a higher and truer patriotism, for a nobler 
and better citizenship, for a purer and cleaner morality, and 
last but not least, for more homes in which the name of God 
is honored and glorified, because it is in the home, you will 
remember that we labor together for our own as the Lord 
‘‘eame to'his own’’ so.in this cause we come to our own, and 
are laborers together with God, first for our own thence to 
all the world.

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RULES OR BY-LAWS 
Of Lawrence County Association. 
1. This association shall consist of delegates chosen by 


the churches to which they respectfully belong, and shall be 
styled the Lawrence County Association. ‘ 


2. Such delegates shall be members in ‘good standing, 
and no member under church censure shall be allowed a seat 
in the association. 


3. They shall produce letters certifying their appoint- 
ment by their respective churches and stating the number 
baptized, received by letter, dismissed, excluded and deceased 
during the precéding association year, with the total number 
in fellowship, and such other statistical matters as the associa- 
tion may direct. 


4. This association shall have a moderator and clerk 
who’ shall be annually chosen by ballot of the members pres- 
ent. Said moderator and elerk shall fill their respective 
places, if present, at the succeeding association till a new elec- 
tion takes place, and while in office shall discharge the duties 
appertaining to these offices. 


5. If new churches desire to be admitted into the associ- 
ation they shall petition by letter and delegates, and if ortho- 
dox and orderly, shall be received, and the moderator shall 
recognize them by giving their delegates the right hand of 
fellowship in behalf of the body. 


6. Every church shall be allowed four delegates and no 
more until her number shall reach one hundred, and one dele- 
gate for every additional fifty members thereafter. 


7. The association shall neither answer nor debate any 
query on gospel doctrine except it be to merely explain the 
meaning of the Articles of Faith of this association. 


8. Every motion made in order and seconded, shall be 
reduced to writing if requested by any member and shall be 
considered by the association unless withdrawn by the mover 
before discussion. 
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9. If any proposition or motion under debate contains 
two or more points it shall be divided at the request of any 
member and the vote taken on each point seperately. 


10. Only one member shall speak at a time, who shall 
rise from his seat and address the moderator. He shall con- 
fine himself to the subject properly in debate, cast no reflec- 
tion on the association or any member thereof and shall not 
be interrupted ‘while speaking. 


11. No person shall speak more than twice upon the same 
subject without leave of the association. 


12. The moderator shall have the privilege of speaking 


on any question in debate, the chair being previously filled. 
He shall rise from his seat to put the question to the body. 


13. The moderator shall decide questions of order, but 
appeal from such decision may be taken to the whole body, 
which shall be decided without debate. : 


14. A majority of the members present shall be necessary 
to carry any proposition or. motion, and the moderator shall 
vote as other members when the question is taken, and in the 
ease of a tie, the motion is lost. 


15. Committees shall be nominated by the moderator. 
subject to approval of the association, 


16. There shall be no talking or whispering while a 
brother is speaking. : 


17. No brother shall finally depart from the association 
without leave of the body, 


18. The names of the delegates shall be enrolled by the 
clerk and called over whenever it is thought necessary. 


19. Minutes shall be read carefully and corrected if nec- 
essary, and signed by the moderator and clerk before the as- 
sociation rises. 


20. A motion for final adjournment shall be construed to 
embrace the previous reading and adoption of the minutes. 
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21. The asséciation shall be Opened and closed with 
prayer. 


22. Imniediately after the organization of the assdéiation 
the rules of order shall be distinetly read by order of the 
moderator. 


23. The foregoing artictes shall he subject to alteration 
or amendment at any regular meeting of the asociation by a 
majority of the delegates. 


On Gospel Order, 


First, We believe a visible church of Christ is a congre- 
gation of faithful persons who have given themselves to the 
Lord and to one another in brotherly covenant to keép up a 
Godly discipline agreeable to the rules of the New Testa- 
ment. 


Second, We believe that Jesus Christ is the only law- 
giver of His church: that the government is with the body of 
the church and is equally the right and privilege of each 
member thereof. 


Third, We believe that baptism and the Lord’s Supper are 
ordinances appointed by Jesus Christ and are to be continued 
in the church until His second coming. 


Fourth, We believe that immersion only is baptism and 
that believers in Christ are the only proper subjects. 


Fifth, We believe that none but regularly baptized church 
members have a right to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 

Sixth, We believe that it is the duty and privilege of all 
believers to. make a public profession of their faith, to submit 


to the ordinances of the gospel and themselves as members to 
the visible church, t 


Seventh, We believe it to be the duty of every church 
to expel from her communion every member that is immoral 
in conduet or that holds doctrines contrary to the Seriptures. 


Church Covenant. 
Having been, as we trust, brought by divine grace to em- 
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brace the Lord Jesus Christ, and to give ourselves wholly to 
Him, we do now solemnly and joyfully covenant with each 
other, to walk together in Him, with brotherly love, to His 
glory, as our common Lord. We do, therefore, in His strength, 
engage— 


That we will not forsake the assembling of ourselves to- 
over each other and faithfully warn, exhort, and admonish 
each other as occasion may require; 


That we will forsake the assembling of ourselves to- 
gether, but will uphold the public worship of God, and the 
ordinances of His house; 


That we will not omit closet and family religion at home, 
nor neglect the great duty of religiously training our chil- 
dren, and those under our care, for the service of Christ, and 
the enjoyment of heaven; 


That, as we are the-light of the world. and the salt of the 
earth, we will seek divine aid, to enable us to deny ungodli- 
ness, and every worldly lust, and walk circumspectly in the 
world, that we may win the souls of men; 


That we will cheerfully contribute of our property, ac- 
cording as God has prospered us, for the maintenance of a 
faithful and evangelical ministry among us, for the support of 
the poor, and spread the gospel over the earth; 


That we will in all conditions, even till death, strive to 
live to the glory of Him who hath called us out of darkness 
into His marvelous light. 


‘‘And may the God of peace, who brought again from 
the dead our Lord Jesus, that great shepherd of the sheep 
through the blood of the everlasting covenant, make us perfect 
in every good work, to do His will. working in us that which 
is well pleasing in His sight through Jesus Christ; to whom 
be the glory forever and ever. Amen.” 


Articles of Paith. 
, , 
First, We believe in one Triune God, the Father, the Son 
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and the Holy Ghost—the same in essence, equal in power and 
glory. 

Seeond, We betieve the Scriptures of the Old and the New 
Testaments were given by the inspiration of God, and are the 
only rules of faith and practice. 


Third, We' believe in the fall of Adam from the original 
rectitude; in the imputation of his sin to all his posterity; in 
the depravity of human nature, and in man’s inability to re- 
store himself to the favor of God. 


Fourth, We believe that God hath loved His people with 
an everlasting love; that He chose them in Christ before the 
foundacion of the world; and He ecalleth them with a holy 
and effectual ealling and being justified alone through the 
righteousness of Christ imputed to them, they are ke ‘pt by the 
power of God through faith unto salvation. 


Fifth, We believe there is one Mediator between God and 
man; the man Christ Jesus, who by the satisfaction He made 
to law and justice in becoming an offering to sin, hath by 
His most precious blood redeemed the elect from under the 
curse of the law that they might be holy and without blame 
before Him in love. 


Sixth, We believe that good works are the fruits of faith 
and follow after justification and are evidences of a gracious 
state, and that all believers are bound to obey every command 
of God from a principle of love. 


Seventh, We belicve in the resurrection of the dead and a 
general judgment; that the happiness of the righteous and the 
punishment of the wieked will be everlasting, 


Rules of Decorum. 


First, This association acknowledges that each church is 
an independent body and posesses the sole right to exercise 
and control its own affairs, and, therefore, this association has 
no right or power to interfere with the internal rights and 
privileges of, churches comprising its body, but may withdraw 
from any chureh which may hold false doctrines or tolerate 
immoral practices.

for the use of the association. 


Ninth, This association may form its own by-laws and reg- 
ulate its own proceedings in such a manner as.it may deem 
expedient.
